PUBLIC LIBRARY PROGRESS 


Statistics are the means devised to bring into terms of common 
understanding the status of a venture. They convey to the passing 
glance a concrete picture of what has happened in any business or 
line of work. As a method of indicating public library progress they 
present only half of the picture—perhaps it may be said the bold, 
initial strokes outlining the picture, which can only be completed by 
painting in the finer lights and shadows. Much progress that libraries 
make cannot be measured in terms of money, books, and borrowers. 
Their services include a wide range and effect results which can only 
be seen in the rapidly changing concept of social relations. 


Looking at the bold outlines of the library picture in Illinois, we 
see that librarians of 297 libraries have administered $4,020,062 of 
taxpayers’ money to enable 5,742,000 people to read 25,213,894 books 
during the year 1937; we see that $582,752 was spent to add books to 
the libraries during the year, making a total of 6,355,394 volumes 
available to borrowers; we see that 1,570,466 people are registered 
borrowers who read 16.1 volumes per capita in the year; we see that 
each volume in the public libraries circulated on an average of 4 times 
in the year. 


The picture expands to include WPA and NYA library centers 
which reach more of the rural population. Here we see 260 WPA and 
NYA library centers serving about 300,000 people by means of sta- 
tions and bookmobiles. 


Association libraries reach a certain portion of the population 
for which figures are not available. Their services help to increase 
the range of the influence of books. 


Incomplete would be the picture without the listing of the college 
and university libraries. Could their statistics be added, the figures 
representing the number of people having access to books would be 
increased by several thousands. 


But library development moves slowly; although library income 
from taxes is gradually increasing, still the great need is for more 
books and wider extension of service. Library trustees are being forced 
to look about for ways and means of increasing their incomes. It is 
to be hoped that, compelled by their straitened circumstances, trustees 
and librarians will come to realize the necessity of assisting in a move- 
ment toward a revision of the library laws to make possible the en- 
larging of the taxing unit. It is only by having a firm basis of ade- 
quate tax support that a steady, healthy growth can be attained.
